(Text) After passing through depression, recovery and 
advance in the wake of the crieie of 1974-1975, the Amer- 
lean economy in 1979 again found iteelf in « period of 
serious difficulties and conflicts, In the U.S. prese 
various pointe of view are advanced on the subject of 
whether the country ie experiencing an economic crisis, 
4 slump or « “recession” or the processes which develop 
in it and are more accurately described ae a hitch in the 
advancement phase of the cycle. 


The comments published below contain an analysis of the 
present complicated situation in U.S. economice and the 
deplorable results of ite development in 1979. 
S. Wikolayenko and A. Poletayev approach the descrip- 
tion of these resulte from the standpoint of the specific 
charecterietice of the current cycle, which marked the 
of the uncommon postwar crisie of the aid- 
1970's. From thie standpoint they assess the discussions 
held in the United States at the time when 0. Grechikhina's 
commentary cited statietical date which portrays last 
year's serious disruption in the development of the 
American economic system 










The Inevepicious Results of 1979 


The matter of the current statue of American economics is commanding the- 
principal attention not only ef the business circles, the politicians and 
the erudite of the United States but aleo of the millions of rank-and-file 








Americans, The inereased interest in this problem stems from the fact that 
last year wae uniquely critical because it was the year which determined 
what form the economic development of the United States and to 4 certain 
extent ite political development will take in the near future, The 1979 
trend of the economic processes wae the result of the impact made by 4 
whele series of factors; aleo, the current situation cannet be explained 
only in the content of the market conditions of recent months, The 6! tu 
ation which has developed is due primarily to the specific characterietice 
of the development of American economics over the last few years. 


At the same time, the United States is the Soest lmportant component part 
of the world cap'taliset economy, in 1978 ite share of the capitaliat 
world's industrial production comprised 3/7.) percent, Wence, the situation 
in American cconomics, on the one hand, has 4 potent impact on the processes 
developing throughout the world economic system of capitalies and on the 
other hand ie iteelf largely determined by them, The sharp exacerbation of 
the energy, currency and financial, and other world structural crises, the 
conflicts in the international trade and payment relations, the decline in 
the positions of the dollar, the intertwining of the very complex economic 
probleme which faced capiteliem in the latter half of the 1970's, and, 
finally the growing lack of proportionality and coordination in the econ- 
omic dynamice in the various capitalist countries=--all thie hae left an 
indelible @ark on the character of the development of U.5. economics in the 
recent period, 


The Characterietice of the Current Cycle 


The current economic cycle in the United States gets ite impetue from the 
eriete of 1974-1975, the most drastic of the postwar period. We know thet 
every economic crisis partially resolves the conflicts engendered in the 
economy while at the same time paving the way for still greater exacerbation 
during the next cycle. The basic conflict in capitaliem=-<the conflict 
between the social character of production and the private capitalist forse 
of appropriation--is tho overall requirement for the cyclical development 
of the economic system but the direct causes of the crises, the causes 
which represent various ganifestations of thie conflict, have their own 
specific characteristics in each concrete cycle. These characteristics 
are what determine the nature of this cycle, ite duration, the intensive- 
ness of each of the phases, etc. For purposes of evaluation of the current 
cycle, it is necessary to deterwine precisely which contradictions in 
capitaliet reproduction have developed most intensively in recent years 
and what processes have led to their further intensification, | 


We are going to dwell primarily on the dynamice of the investment process, 
which is to 4 considerable degree tied in with the reaccumulation of capital. 
Ae «a rule, the greater the decline in investments the broader the field for 
the subsequent convolutions of the fixed capital replacement and thus the 
greater the intensiveness of the postcrisis surge of capital investmente. 








Nevertheless, aithough the deciine of investments during the efiste of 
1974-1975 reached record figures for the postwar period, capital invest 
mente increased comparatively slowly in the next two years, Thies character 
= — investment process in the recovery phase was the result of a number 
a actore, 


The drastic curtailment of capital investments which ensued at the time of 
the crisie decline of production wae not able to generate a sufficient re- 
duction in the reaceumulation of capital. Thie is due primarily to the 
acale of production a8 shown by the indicator for proportion of production 
capacities not used in the erieie period; in 1975, for example, more than 
one=fourth of all the equipment wae idle. A significant role wae also 
played by the structural characteristics of the crisis curtailment of 
investments, Unlike the preceding postwar cycles, when capital investments 
in the nonproduction sector were almost wholly unaffected by the fluctu= 
ations and increased even in the crieia phases, in the 1974-1975 period it 
wae thie part of the investmenta which experienced the greatest reduction 
at 4 time when the curtailment of the capital investments in the processing 
industry wae lees than in the crisis periods of 1957-1958 and 1969-1970, 


Subsequentiy, the character of the investment process was most seriously 
affected by the inflation which continued unabated during the crisis. in 
the 1974-1975 period there was a considerable rise in the prices for most 
of the investment goods; thie precluded the making of large capital tnveet- 
@ente in view of the relatively meagre financial opportunities for invest- 
ore. 


The sluggishness of the investment process was to a considerable degree the 
result of the limited sources for ite financing. The possibilities of at- 
tracting loan capital were sharply reduced even before the crisis, when 
less than 50 percent of the capital investments of the industrial and com- 
mercial firms were financed from their own assets. Purther intensification 
of many of the industrial companies’ dependence on outside investments could 
jeopardize the very existence of these companies; also, the supply of 
monetary capital available to the financial institutions and the population 
was relatively emall. As 4 result, the crisis was followed by a change in 
the structure of the financing of capital investments by way of an increase 
in the proportion of the corporations’ own assets in this financing. At 
the same time, the influx of these investments was emall because of the 
rise in production costs, 4 rise which was unusual for the recovery phase 
and which wae defined by the increased prices for raw and finished mater- 
dale ae 4 result of the continued energy crisie. 


in thie regerd, 4 substantial role was played by 4 change in the etructure 
of the capital investments because of the need to lessen the energy, 
ecological and other estructural crises and to devote sizable amounts of 
assets to the develo. ent of the processing industry and to the task of 
combatting environmental pollution. Finally--and thie is also very im- 


portant--<in the 1975-1976 depression and recovery phases the workers’ 











etfugele for increases in thelr wages, which had steadily eroded in value 
under the impact of the rapid vise in priceseethis struggle was unusually 
intensive for these phases of the cycle, 


All these factors brought about 4 change in the physical atructure of the 
capital investments, After the crisis ended, the new investments were di- 
rected primarily, not to the estabiiehment of new enterprises, bul to the 
modernization and remodeling of the existing equipment and industrial bulid= 
ings. Thie structure of investments, unusual for the recovery phase, uliti- 
mately resulted in 4 situation wherein unemployment did not get down to the 
1977 figures but remained at a record high level for the postwar period, 

And thie, in turn, limited the possibilities of increase of both the wages 
of those employod in production and the overall amount of the population 
income, 


At the same time, following the erietie of 1974-1975, the volume of personal 
coneumption in the United States increased considerably, In the context of 
@ relatively slow development of the economic system as a whole this re= 
sulted from the following factors, 


in the course of the crieie there was 4 sharp reduction in real consumer ex- 
penditures, which wae very unueual for the postwar cycles, Thus, at the end 
of 1974 appromimately four-fifthe of the decline in overall volume of grose 
national product resulted {rom the reduction of personal consumption. In 
the depression and recovery phases, that is, in 1975 and 1976 consumption 
began to increase because this period felt the impact of the deferred de- 
mand generated by the crisis, a demand for many products, particularly the 
long-lasting ones, a6 well as for 4 number of services. 


in addition, in 4 situation of unceasing and at times even increasing in- 
fiation the population has tried to expend ite funds as rapidly 4s possible 
for the purchase of material assets, attempting thereby to mitigate for it- 
self the consequences of the continuous depreciation of money. This also 
led to a sharp increase in expenditures for long-lasting goode and at the 
same time to 4 rapid givwth in the volume of housing construction, 


Since the increase of consumption in this period took place in the context 
of an extremely slow increase of population income, the result was 4 con- 
siderable rise in the extent of consumer credit. A large proportion of the 
goods and services is purchased by the population on credit. In the 1975- 
1976 period this way of financing personal expenses was advantageous for 
the consumer because the interest on consumer credit rose more slowly than 
did prices. Hence, paying off the debt with depreciated money in 4 number 
of cases even resulted in some gain for the conewmer. However, ultimately 
the growing extent to which consumption exceeded personal income caused a4 
decline in the nore of savings. In the 1975-1976 period this decline had 
4 substantial effect on the course of the country's economic development. 
On the one hand, thie resulted in an increase in individual consumption and 
on the other, the decline in savings limited the possibilities for the 





aceumulation of monetary capital, which, through the system of financial in- 
stitutione--banks, insurance and savings funds, etc,.--became, for the induse-= 
trial corporations, an ever gore important source of financing, that is, an 
inetrumentality for the generation of additionally functioning capital, 


Thee, the specific character of the current economic cycle reflects pri- 
marily the unusual nature of the posterieie development of the economic sye- 
tem, Whereas before, the production=-consumption conflict, partially re- 
solved by the crisis, began to intensify even back in the recovery phase, 
in the current cycle it was not until 1977, that te, virtually a year after 
the ending of thie phase, that the proportion of coneumer expenditures in 
the U.S. groee national product began to decline and production of the means 
of production began to increase more rapidly than production of consumer 
goods, The unusually long period of relatively proportional economic de- 
velopment following the crisis increased somewhat the total duration of the 
upewing phases of the cycle and at the same time accelerated the deve lopment 
of conflicts in the course of the 1977-1978 advance. 


Beginning early in 1978 the volume of investments in the American economic 
esyetem began to increase more intensively. The impetus for thie came from 
an escalation of the norms of profit, which prompted new large capital in- 
vestments, By thie time the corporations had reestablished their financial 
positions, In particular, by midyear the real volume of financing from their 
own sources had also attained the level which preceded the crisis, 


At the same time, by 1977 the sources of growth of personal consumption were 
almost totally depleted. Thies wae primarily true of consumer credit. It 
began to decline because from the beginning of the year the interest rates 
for credit approached consumer prices in respect to rates of increase and 
the enormous size of the consumer indebtedness limited ite further growth. 
The decline in rates of growth of personal consumption was also due to the 
impossibility of further reduction of the norm of savings. The workers 
were forced to gaintain their savings at 4 certain level because it is 

these savings which provide the main source of existence in the event of in- 
capacity, forced unemployment or retirement on 4 pension. Because of this, 
the 1977 decline in the norm of savings came to an end, Moreover, it in- 
creased somewhat and then stabilized. 


From 1977 ov, the growth in the American corporations’ profite began to de- 
pend to an increasing extent on the capital goods market and production more 
and more broke away from the narrow bounds of consumption, The result was 
@ widening of the gap between subdivisions I and II of social production. 
Suffice it to say that in the 1977-1976 period production of equipment rose 
18.4 percent at a time when production of consumer goods rose only 7.8 
percent. 


The intensification of the economic conflicts was complicated by exacer- 
bation of the situation in the realm of social relations. Although in the 
last three years the number of unemp.oyed in the United States fell off to 














some extent, even in 1978 it exceeded the level reached in the period of 
any of the postwar crises, The uncommonly high level of unemployment is 
due to the characterietice of the functioning of the labor market in con- 
junction with the factore of a demographic and socioeconomic character, 
Thue, an eapecially acute acerbation of the problem of unemployment among 
the young people in the current cycle ie due to the inadequacy of the sys~ 
tem of vocational training, the reluctance of the employers to assume the 
coste of training of newly hired workers and those lacking practical exper= 
tence, and aleo the increased labor activity of women, 


The increase of social unrest in American society hase been intensified by 
‘nflation, which depreciates the workers’ income, Throughout the current 
cyele the wage rates of the workere (computed as real wages) have been be-= 
low the precrieie maximum in the preceding cycle: what ie more, after 4 
mail increase in the 1975-1977 period real wages began to decline at the 
beginning of 1978, Particularly hard hit by inflation ie the material situ- 
ation of the population groupe which live on fixed incomes, as for example, 
old-age and disability pensions. Inflation has led to a further intensi- 
fication of social inequality. Ae before, in the richest country of the 
capitaliat world millions of people live under conditions which are of- 
ficlally recognized as poverty conditions, The economic chaos serves to 
bring to light social tumors in the bourgeois society and fostere increase 
of corruption, drug addiction and crime, 


The Economic Policy of the State in the 1975-1978 Period 


Intensification of the economic and social conflicts is accompanied by the 
bourgeois state's increased interference in economic life. 


The firet serious attempt at such interference following the crisis of the 
mid-1970's was the one-time 22 billion dollar reduction of population 
taxes put into effect by G. Ford's administration. This wae designed 

to bring the economic system out of its depression state eo that the memory 
of the very severe cricis would be “erased” from the consciousness of the 
voters before the presidential election of 1976. The administration ex- 
pected that this etep would lead to a revival of trade and along with it 
recovery of the economic system as a whole. This, however, was not the 
way it turned out. The short-term change in taxation affected mainly the 
volume of monetary savines of the population and not its consumer demand. 
According to the American economists, only a negligible propo tion of the 
funde released as a result of the tax reductions was expended in 1975 
whereas the bulk of the funds was spent gradually over the 1976-1977 
period. 


The policy of the administration of J. Carter, who came to the White House 
in 1976, was in the beginning aleo oriented to the idea of spurring on 
economic growth and particularly reducing unemployment. In May 1977 there 
went into effect the “Law on Reduction and Streamlining of 1977 Taxes." 














According to the estimates made by 4 number of American economists, the 
tax reduction resulting from the adoption of this program was to amount to 
4.9 billion dollare in 1977 and 10 billion dollars in 1978, However, this 
program, which was set up for only two years, did not in practice contain 
‘rovieione for a permanent reduction of population taxes, 


At the same time, it intensified the unbalanced atate of the federal budget, 
Thies compelled J, Carter to push through Congress a bill to raise the rates 
of payme .t to the social insurance funde #0 ae to increase budgetary tax 
receipte by .1 billion dollare in 1978, by 7.4 billion in 1979 and by 10 
billion in 1960; thie meant in effect that there would be no preceding tax 
reduction, 





in 1976, . cause of the intermediate Congressional elections and the worsen- 
ing economic situation, the administration again emphasized measures leading 
to @ reductic 69% taxes. Around these programe it developed a storm of 
violent propag. .4 which in some measure helped the Democratic Party to re- 
tain ite powitione in Congress, However, when the elections were behind it, 
Congress curtailed the administration's bill and approved a tax reduction of 
only 18.9 billion dollars, 


The general tendency of the budgetary policy of the current administration 
ie @ etriving to gradually make the transition to a balanced federal budget 
and the chief meane of achieving this aim is reduction of outlays for 
social needs, a step which deale a hard blow to the vital interests of the 
workers. The budget bille aleo reflect the evolution of the economic taske 
which face the government iteelf. Where the firet budget following the ad- 
ministration's coming to power (the 1977/78 fiecal year) wae oriented to the 
task of combatting unemployment, in the two subsequent budgets (1978/79 and 
1979/80 fiecal years) the emphasise wae on anti-inflation measures, which 
since 1978 have been accorded priority in the state's economic policy. It 
is alao important to emphasize the fact that all three budgets provide for 
a considerable increase in military outlays, which is in direct confiict 
with the aime of anti-inflation regulation. 


Having embarked on a course which ie inimical to the cause of detent« an, 
peace and having deliberately evoked an exacerbation of the international 
situation, American imperieliem paved the way for 4 new upturn in the arms 
race. The ruling circles in the United States put the OSV-2 weapons agree- 
@ent on ice and imposed on ite NATO allies the decision they reached con- 
cerning the distribution of medium-range rocket and nuclear facilities in a 
number of weet European countries. In the recent period the militaristic 
tendencies in U.S. policy have manifested themselves in the development of 
new long-term arms programe, in the establishment of new military bases far 
beyond the borders of the United States, including the Near East and the 
Indian Ocean region, and in the so-called “fast reaction corps." 


Within the framework of the anti-inflation campaign developed from the be- 
ginning of 19786, the government worked out a , rogram of “voluntary” 








restraint of price and wage increaves and it set up specific incentive 
measures for fulfillment of the prescribed quotas and penalties for vio- 
lation of them, These measures, liowever, had practically no effect on the 
price policy of the monopolies, At the same time, the me sures encountered 
resistance from the trade union», who regarded these steps of the inie= 
tration a8 another attempt to reduce the real income of the workers, 


Mention should aleo be made of J, Carter's energy program, which was not 
adopted by Congress until the ond of 1978 and in a very curtailed form, 

sf eseence the chief aspect o1 this program was government control over 
natural gae prices up tg 1985; the only ones who gained from thie were the 


largest o11 monopolies. 


In summing up the economic effects of the state's interference during the 
current cycle one would have to consider ineffective the measures taken by 
the estate along these lines. Not one of them resulted in any change in the 
nature of the processes which were developed in economics. Moreover, in a 
number of inetances the state measures, ae in 1975 and 1978, had an effect 
on the market which was directly opposite to the expected one. 


What were the reasons for this? The reasons lay primarily in the con: «- 
dictory character of the state monopolistic regulation iteelf ae well «. 

the serious discrepancy between the short-term and long-term aime in the 

way of impact on the economy, particularly the aime which were emphasized 
in the latter half of the 1970's. 


The bourgeois economists have expressed growing concern about the long- 
term future of American economics, In the opinion of many of them, the 
state must direct ite efforts first of all to the task of increasing pro- 
duction efficiency because the slowdown in the rates of growth of labor 
productivity hae in the 1970's assumed a truly ominous character. More and 
more there are being heard calle for the conduct of capitalist programming 
or planning on @ national level.* Somewhat similar sentiments have been 
reflected in the programs suggested by J. Carter, particularly the energy 
and tax programs, which in the beginning were considered long-term. How- 
ever, in the form ir which they were approved by Congress they could not have 
any significant effect on the country's economic development in the long- 
term plan. 


However, they did not make any appreciable impact on the market either. The 
attempts to stimulate economic growth led in the 1975-1977 period to an in- 
tensification of inflation, which forced the administratia@n to change from 
an anticyclical policy to an anti-inflation one, But thie too was not 
crowned with success: by the end of 1978 the rate of escalation of prices 
had reached a levei measurable by a two-digit indicator. Moreover, the 
anti-inflation measures accelerated the development of the crisis phenomena 
in American economics.

{Text) At Leningrad State University (LOU) « discussion ie in progress on 
the gonographe dealing with the gost pressing probleme of the present day. 
At the last session, where the participante included representatives of the 
political economy department of LGU, the problem soviet on comprehensive 
etudy of FRG, and the problem soviet on comprehensive etudy of the countries 
of Worth America, the discussion dealt with the collective souograph of the 
associates of the IMEMO [Inetitute of World Economice and International Re- 
lations), Academy of Sciences USSR in collaboration with the eclentiste of 
GDR--the monograph entitled "Western Burope in the Modern World.” The work 
was compiled under the direction of V. Shenayev, D. Mel'nikov and L. Meyer 
(GDR). Tak part in the discuesion were representatives from 12 


Leningrad VUZ's and organizations. 


Thie interest was prompted by the theme of the monograph iteelf. in the 
wide-ranging material the authors attempted to shed light on the features 

of the postwar development of the West European continent, to analyze the 
changes of an economic, political and social nature, and to show the impact 
of the West European probleme on the alinement of forces in the system of 
international relations. Western Burope is considered one of the three 
centers of imperialist rivairy and a8 4 distinct economic and political cos- 
@unity. 


The subject of the research is very complex. The West European continent 
now represents 4 conglomerate of states. Neither West German nor Britieh 
nor French imperialiem has become 4 thing of the past. Wor hase the national 
oil for the development of the imperialist forces been removed in the other 
countries. The conflicte between the states, including those within the 
EEC, are extremely broad and the centripetal undertakings have been making 
headway only with great difficulty, interruptions and procrastination. 
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The sonographe take 4 broad view of the problems, Successful selution of 
these problems, §. Tyul'panev believes , can only be accomplished on the 
basie of a clear-cut wethodology, Thie means primarily 4 consistent histor= 
ical and comprehensive approach to analyete of the genesis of the BRC and 
the evolution of Western Burope ae one of the lmperialist centers, On the 
basis of @ Maruiet analysis of the economic and political processes in 
Capitalion the authors arrive at 4 conclusion concerning ihe way tn whieh 
the impertaliet forces adapt to the new world situation, The senograph 
takes note of the guitiplication of conflicts in the West Buropean center 
and the accompanying consolidation taking place in it, The work, according 
to &. Tyul'panov, hee drawn particular attention to ite sections dealing 
with state sonopolistic regulation, Taking place under the impact of the 
etiele te 4 distinet restructuring and adaptation of the forme, methods 

and scope of the regulatory activity of the state and the monopolies, 


In hie talk §, Lavrov said that the probleme of demography, urbanisation 
and particularly ecology in capitaliet Rurope have extremely great economic 
and sociopolitical importance, The ecological policy and the etate sonopo~ 
lietic regulation of thie sector on the level of the individual estates and 
within the framework of the entire region are deserving of serious atten= 
tion. 


Ae V¥. Onushkin noted, 4 significant place in the sonograph is occupied by 
such important probleme ae the probleme of European security and cooper ~ 
ation. These probleme are discussed in the work in very interesting and 
authoritative fashion. For purposes of an analysis of Western Europe as 
the center of imperialist rivalry one car derive great value from the re- 
search contained in the sonograph on the energy and industrial base, agri- 
culture and the dependence on foreign markets, particularly for raw sater- 
tale and foodetuffe. 


A number of the talke dealt with the problems of international comparisons, 
assesement of the place of che various countries in the Weet European 
economic system, and the plece of the region in the world capitalist econ- 
omy, a8 well ae comparison of che economic power of the three centers of 
imperialiem. Some of the talke took note of the shortcomings of some of 
the indicators used in the international comparisons. In thie connection 
N. Kugneteova recommended supplementing the VWP [gross national product) 
indicatore with indicatore for the use of production resources. 


M. Lonchakove gave a talk on the functioning of European currencies and 
their role in the procese of integration and disintergration. In her 
opinion, one cannot overestimate the possibility of levelling the nominal 
interest rates in the national markets under the impact of the Buropean 
market; moreover, it is this disparity which provides the impetus for the 
development of the currency market. The integrating significance of thie 
market should be sought primarily in ite capacity to sobilize the resources 
of the national monetary markets in the context of the diverse interest 
rates. 





The establishment of the Buropean Monetary System |YeVS), according te 

Yu. Pashkue, @eane that the Common Market countries heave obtained 4 lever 
which etrengthene their centripetel orientation, The Buropean Monetary 
System hes three links: the strongest te the FRC, Holland, Belgiue and 
Luxembourg one, the average one te the France and Denmark link, and the 
weakest ie the Italy ead ireland link, Although the centripetal character~ 
letice predominate in the Burepean monetary syetem, the centrifugal ones 
aleo operate in it, Among them are the varying rates of inflation and labor 
produc \ivity and unbalanced reciprocal payment balances, All thie taten- 
sifles the conflicts among the YeVS members, 


M. Serebrovekaya called attention to an tmportent premise developed in the 
monograph to the effect that gore than any other region in the capitalist 
world the Weet European region suffered the consequences of the disinte- 
aration of the colonial system of imperialion, ence it is quite natural 
that Weetern Burope ie playing @ particularly important role in the neo- 
colonialiet policy being pursued by imperialieawm in the contemporary stage. 
Stemming from thie le the emphasie which Weet Buropean imperialiem ie plac- 
ing on the epecific methode and forme of the neocolonialist relations with 
the developing countries. 


The subjects of general European coopetstion and the economic relations 
between the socialist and capitalist countries were discussed by Tucmo 
Summanen. We emphasized the fact that from the standpoint of political 
economy these subjects have been inadequately researched and all we have at 
thie time te « simple description of the processes. 


S. Yakovileva pointed out that the sonograph provides an effective treatment 
of the contradictory character of the evolution of the West European center 
of tmperialiet rivairy and Weet Buropean integration. The conflict ts 
manifested particularly in the ongoing clash between the imperialist course 
pureved by the sonopolies and the estate and the progressive course evolved 
in the course of the clase etruggie of the working class. Opposing the 
working clase is the amalgamated power of the financial oligarchy. In thie 
context ever increasing importance attaches to the international activity 
of the lase sovement and the orientation toward « united struggle 
waged by the Weet European proletariat. 








The discussion elicited a number of critical comments, suggestions and ae- 
pirations.

REVIEW OF KOKOSHIN BOOK ON WESTERN PREDICTIONS ON INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS

(Text) The desire to predict or at least to surmise the trends in the de- 
velopment of international relations hase engendered in the West a wide- 
ranging and varied literature. In thie literature there is sometimes dis- 
cernible a preponderance of speculative propagandist taske. In other in- 
etences the literature beare 4 palpably pragmatic character. We even en- 
counter inetances of fantasy, From E. Tomas’ book “Beyond the Time 
Barrier" one is unexpectedly apprised of the fact that back in the léth 
century the Provencal poet Nostradamus predicted the firet and second 
GOSSS CESD ERS Cre ORS quelees SemDareneEt of Biscenin. This work was 
published in London in 1974.4 Along with the curiosities of this type, 
calculated to arouse the interest of western readers in the occult eciences, 
there have, of course, been published sore serious works, such ae, for ex- 
ample, “Forecasting in International Relations. Theory, Method, Problems, 
Prospecte” under the editorship of the prominent American scholare 

N. Choucri and T. Robinson, a book which concentrated the “light of the 
thinking” of godern bourgeois political ecience and a table and at 
the same time 4 pervasive and ostentatious peeudoscience.4 Until thie very 
time former or active politicians and diplomate have been indulging in pre- 
dictions in the field of international relations. Some famous names have 
aleo been serving ae 4 substitute for some authoritative scientific method- 
ological basis for the predictions advanced. 


To examine the “futurist explosion” in the Weet in all ite aspects is no 
easy task but it is 4 necessary one. Critical analysis of the U.S. and 
Western European published works dealing with forecasting of international 
relations are of both theoretical and practical interest. There i# no doubt 
aleo that this subject has become an important object of ideological strug- 


gie. 


A. Kekoshin's book furnishes 4 clear-cut delineation of the probsem: "A 
eritical analysis of the various bourgeois ideas and forecasts on the de~ 
velopment of the system of international relations up to the end of the cur- 
rent decede and the role and place of the various states in this system can 
provide a more profound understanding of the true aime and interests of the 
ruling circles of the chief capitaliet states in the internationse. arena, 
Determination of ite real and not ite declared aime ie a very important 

task in investigating the foreign policy of the imperialist state.” (p 9). 


The author approaches the matter of analysing the predictions of the 
bourgeois political ecientiete from the only correct standpoint, perceiving 
in them 4 subjective interpretation of the objective processes of inter~ 
national relations, At the same time, he te by no means disinclined to see 
in the ideas of the western prognosticators some automatically evolved in- 
dicator of the foreign policy of 4 particular capitalist etate, He con- 
stantly tries to reveal the difference between the objective development of 
international relations and the reflection of this evolution in the con- 
eciousnese of the bourgeois political people on the one hand and the prac- 
tical foreign policy planning on the other. It seems to ue that thie is 
the only way to approach the task of correctly evaluating the multifaceted 
prognosticative functions of bourgeois political science in the realm of 
international relations, 


The monograph opens with a eurvey of the theoretical bases of the bourgeois 
predictions on international relations, Modern bourgeois science does not 
@abody any specific theories and methodological principles apart from those 
that are already well known. These are etill the same “political realien" 
and the same “modernistic” approaches. Moreover, as wae indicated in one of 
the studies carried out at Syracuse University (United States), the ideolog- 
ical arsenal of the “moderniete” is aleo in turn determined by the stereo- 
—_ of the school of “political realiem" and “is painted in the Morgenthau 
color. 


The theoretical principles of the bourgeois predictions and concepts rela- 
tive to the development of international relations are virtually identical 
with the general ideas in bourgecis ecience with respect to international 
relations. And yet the predictions pertaining to international relations 
could not remain unaffected by the theoretical and methodological impact 
of the broader group of “futuristic” research projects of western science. 
It would be wrong to bypass thie source in studying the bourgeois predic- 
tions and concepts in the realm of international relations. And the author 
proceeds correctly in following up hie study of the theories of international 
relations with an investigation of the general "futurist" work, as it per- 
tains, of course, to international relations. In analysis the author 
takes into account the frankly apologetic, reformist or “converging” as 
= as the “apocalyptic” tendencies in the futurist projects of the present 
y.

It ie possible, of course, to construct other classifications of these 
trends, but one would have to admit that in general the classification 
Ae 


given in the book depicts the true picture, a whole,” saye A, Kokoshin 
in hie book, “the function of futuriet theories ie to provide broad theoret~ 
teal, methodological and ideological boundaries for any bourgeois research 
on eocial forecasting, including the forecasting on international relations 
(p 44). 


The author examines the alinement of forces evolved in the world in the 
period from the end of the 1960's to the beginning of the 1970's, the var- 
iations in the concept of a “multipolar world" and a “trilateral assoct- 
ation,” the development of interimperialiet conflicts, the bourgeois ideas 
concerning the role of the developing countries in world politice and con- 
cerning the impacc of the scientific=technical revolution on the develooment 
of international relations, and the theories of “polyarchy" and “interde- 


pendence," 


The monograph gives a detailed analyeie of the variante of the “multipolar” 
and “polyarchic world" which are more and more the focus of the prognosti- 
cations of bourgeote political ecience. The author examines the contra- 
dictions between the realities of present=day international relations and 
the echemes on which bourgeois predictions and concepts are based. This 
part of the book ie extremely interesting from the standpoint of both the 
analysis made and the selection of material. 


I would like at thie point to call attention to the following. The bourgeois 
predictions on the development of international relations examined are, in 
the overwhelming majority of cases, American, It ie apparent that American 
political science and ite “futuriet” aspects have come to predominate in 
world bourgeois ecience and that the author is 4 specialist in U.S. politi- 
cal ecience. But there are aleo on hand works of the scientists of the West 
Buropean states, Canada and Japan. Study of these works ie just as desir- 
able, especially in comparison with the works of the American specialists. 
Thie “confrontation” would best reveal the natural phenomena of the clase 
and political likenesses, differences and contradictions in the approaches 
of the West European, Japanese and American prognosticators. Here and there 
the author, of course, touches upon the West European scientists but on the 
whole hie work deals with American experience. If the author, for perfectly 
valid reasons, limite himself to a study of only American material then it 
would be best to reflect thie in the title of his work. 


The book should aleo more clearly define the relationship between the ideas 
of forecasting and the concepts. In the subheadings (apparently not by 
chance) the author emphasizes the concepts, Yet the concepts pertaining to 
some aspect of the development of international relations either historically 
or logically by no means always precede 4 specific prediction. The process 
of development of the American forecasts is affected by various factors, in- 
cluding many oub jective ones. The examination of predictions in the context 
of @ particular "finished" concept may be correct from the standpoint of 





the classification of the concepts themeelves but it does not necessarily 
give 4 correct characterization of each prediction, 


Unfortunately, the book does not devote 4 separate chapter to the material 
dealing with forecasting in the Weat with respect to the role of the soctal~ 
fet states in international relations, The various chapters do not examine 
in equal measure the true relationship between the objective processes of 
international relations and imperialiem's purpose-orlented course of action 
in the international arena. Whereas the chapter on variations in the con- 
cepte of a “multipolar world” gives a balanced analysis of the objective 

and subjective factors, the chapter on the concepte of “tripartite cooper- 
ation" shows some leaning in the direction of the latter concepts, 


These features do not, however, lessen interest in A, Kokoshin's work. The 
book reveale the truth about the attempte of the bourgeois scientiate to 
project the future of international relations, From the standpoint of 
topicality and depth of analysis the monograph hae serious ecientific and 
practical political importance.

[Text] New York--Startling things are being published in U.S. papers. 
They report for example that Vietnamese troops, which are in Kampuches 

at the request of ite lawful government, are preparing to invade Thailand. 
They describe in detail how, when this happens the United States will 
“help Thailand.” Or they tell of “the Soviet Union's intention” to seize 
the ofl fields in the Persian Guif region and of U.S. plans to “counter” 
thie intention. 


Where do they get this “news” which, to put it mildly, in no way cor- 
responds to actual fact? Who is interested in circulating it? 


"In the day-to-day life of Washington," the well-known Washington journal- 
fet J. Kraft remarked frankly not so long ago, “meticulous reporters do 
not need news to report to their public. News is created within the 
government by various interested parties for their own ends and is then 
transmitted to the press as convenient and at the righc time.” 


The interested parties are the White House, the Pentagon, the CIA, the 
State Department and other departeents. “News” must show their activity 
in a favorable light, discredit rivals and help to increase the budget. 
It has become the rule for example that, when Congress is assigning 
appropriations, the Pentagon mutters gore loudly than usual about the 
"Soviet military threat" and the need to create new types of arm. “News” 
is fabricated for political and sometimes for personal ends. This was 
the case with the campaign about the "gap" in the levels of U.S. and 
Soviet missile armaments, which was unleashed by Washington in recent 
years. The whole groundlessness and falseness of this campaign vas 
involuntarily demonstrated by the U.S. President himself when, at a 
recent meeting with provincial newspaper editors he bragged of a certain 
U.S. “superiority” over the USSR in the military sphere.

International relations are organically interconnected, As 4 result of the 
positive development of international relations during the Seventies, for 
the first time in history the world received a treaty on the complete bann- 
ing of one system of masse destruction -- bacteriological weapons, and then 
the Moscow nuclear weapons partial test ban treaty, the nuclear non- pro- 
liferation treaty, the treaty banning the placement of nuclear and other 
types of weapone of nase destruction on the sea and ocean bede and in their 
depths, and the convention banning the military or other inimical use of 
systems for affecting the environment, 


Such @ relatively new direction in the ares of disarmament as the search 
for waye to limit strategic arme has very important significance, Ae a 
result of the persistent policy of the CPSU and the Soviet government, L.1.

International law develops as the different 
spheres of international relations and world economic bonds expand, the 
positive enrichment of a number of traditional international legal norms 
occurs and new norms arise and are consolidated in conventions. Under the 
conditions of the scientific and technical revolution, the mentioned process 
with important features, It is not simply the formation 
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Fifties they served as the only treaty source for disarmament propositions 
(p 157). Of course, he considers that the UN Charter which was developed 
during the middle Forties could not foresee the peculiarities in stating 
the disarmament problem during the postwar period, The task of ite creators

stimulates and by no meane limite the disarmament process, Thies serves as 
one of the convincing arguments in favor of ite vitality and toploality. 


— an analysis of the charter, the author draws the conclusion that the 
term “disarmament” as it is interpreted by the charter “embraces practically 
any measure in thie area... contains the necessary legal basis for conduct- 
ing disarmament measures" (pp 160-161). Based on the UN Charter and in the 
overwhelming majority of cases with a direct reference to it, the General 
Assembly hae adopted a considerable number of useful resolutions which have 
contributed to the conclusion of a number of international treaties in the 
area of disarmament. 





0, Bogdanov writes: "The presence of a system of specific international 
legal documents transforms the complex of principles and norms on disarmament 
questions into a definite branch of modern international law" (p 163), In 
his opinio., the talk now concerns not a branch which is taking shape but 

ite rapid ».d active formation as a potential branch of international law. 

In the meantime, the author describes it as “the aggregate of international 
legal norms which touch upon disarmament” (p 166). 


Here, I would like to direct attention to the following. The search for dis- 
armament paths assumes, first, compromises and mutually acceptable solutions 
= second, the observance of equality and equal security. Both conditions 
y linked with each other. They form the basis for the 
guastieal solution of disarmament problems, Therefore, it is evident that 
they must become components of disarmament law in the broad sense -- 
especially since it is advisable that respect for state sovereignty, the 
refusal to use force and threats of force, and a number of other generally 
recognized principles of international law constitute an integral element 
of disarmament lav. 


The definition of disarmament law given in the work causes a certain doubt 
in the validity of the differentiation between the principle of disarmament 
and disarmament law. 0. Bogdanov writes: “One should not confuse such 
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concepts as the principle of disarmament on the one hand and disarmament law 
on the other, The stated principle in general formulates the duties of states 
in the area of disarmament; at the same time disarmament law represents 

the aggregate of treaties in force and the norme in thie area, Of course, 

it ie broader and more apecific in content than principle of disarmament. 
Disarmament law, generally speaking, includes all the legal norms which 
pertain to disarmament,... Concerning the principle of disarmament, it 
expresses in concentrated and very enriched form the essence of disarmament 
law and serves as 4 summary expression of ite content (pp 165- 166), 


In our opinion, the adduced proposition is hardly justified, The principle 
of disarmament is the starting point in the content of disarmament law, 
their connection is so organic that separating them one from the other is in 
point of fact impossible, One of the ways to define disarmament law is the 
political-legal expression of ite oontent since this is dictated by distinc- 
tive features in the area of legal regulation in this case, 


The considerations expressed have been dictated by the desire only to intro- 
duce some refinements into the author's new statement of such an important 
question, 0, Bogdanov's entire book represents valuable 
a detailed study of the Soviet Union's progressive role

[Temt) Capitalion began to develop rapidly in Transcaucasia in the last 
quarter of the 19th century. industrial development wae followed by 
= of the workers’ movement. This is the time when the young |. V, 
talin graduated from the Gori Seminary, paseed the entrance examinations 
with high marks, and enrolled in the Thiliei Orthodon Seminary. 


At that time the seminary wae distinguished by ite strict regimen, 
Everything Georgian and national wae persecuted. Anyone speaking 
Georgian was harshly punished. The seminary inepector's records are full 
of reports about 4 stiffnecked, stubborn student named 5. Dehugashvili. 
Were i¢ what we read in 4 report addressed to the seminary rector: 

‘Tosif Dehugashvili was reading forbidden literature to a group of stu- 
dents at nine o'clock in the dining room." And in Pather Hermogenes' 
records we find "Dehugashvili has 4 subseription card for a cheap 
library,” and he found and confiscated Hugo's “Toilers of the Sea.” 


it was during hie time in the seminary that Stalin's verses were pub- 
lished. On 14 June 1895, IVERIA published the verse "Dila” (Morning), 
over the signature I. Deh-shvili. Later, I. Gogebashvili included this 
verse in his "Deda Ena” (Mother Language). Two of his untitled verses, 
"To the Hoon” and "To I. &. Eristavi,” were published under the pseeudonye 
Soselo in 1895. Later on, in 18699, thie latter verse was included in a 
collection dedicated to Rapiel Eristavi's jubilee. tlia Chavchavadzse 
had high praise for young Dehugashvili's poetry, which he accorded a 
prominent place on the front page of the newspaper. 


As 4 pupil in the second class in early 18696, Dehugashvili led in found- 
ing @ new Marnist circle among the pupils, which included M. Davitashvili, 
A. Dolidse, G. Parkadee, D. Teintsadse, G. Glurdehidze, P. Kapanadee, 

and others. The circle's program of study included political iseves. 

It published an illegal handwritten journal. Studies were held at Wo 21 
fedzini Street, where an illegal library was also built up. 





in 1896-1897, |, V. Stalin led seminary Marwist circles which played an 
pmpertant rele in rallying the students againet the seminary's reactionary 
otficialse, The seminary students’ dissatiefaction with conditions there 
frequently teek overt form and developed inte active protest, During hie 
time if the seminary, |.

leading workers’ circles, Without quitting the seminary, Dehugashwili 
did propaganda work, took part in illegal workers’ meetings, wrote tracte

On 29 May 1699, 1. V. Stalin was expelled from the seminary because of 
hie Maraist propaganda, For a while he supported himself by giving 
private lessons, Later, in December 1699, he went to work as 4 book- 
keeper and observer in the Thilisi Physics Observatory. In character- 
iging 1. V. Gealin's multifaceted work experience, professional revolu- 
tionary Kamo wrote: “We had one email room in the observatory. We 
didn't even have 4 couch. At wight he would spread hie mattress and 
bedding on the floor. By day he would roll them up and leave them in 
the corner. A bench did duty as 4 desk, with a candle for light. On 
the bench he placed his books, open or closed notebooks, pencil and paper. 
Cheese and bread wrapped in paper lay on the window sill. He read day 
and night. We only came out at night, like a bat. He attended meetings. 
When you look at a book he has read, you find underlined passages on 
every page, in places question marks or exclamation pointe, ae if he did 
not believe the author but disputed hie. That was Soso. 


On 21 March 1901, the gendarmerie searched Stalin's room in the Physics 
Observatory. Because he was not there, he escaped arrest. From that time 
on, I. V. Stalin quit work at the observatory and lived outside the law. 
From that time on, right up until the February 1917 revolution, he led 
the tense, heroic life of a professional revolutionary of the Leninist 
persuasion under illegal circumstances. 
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STALIN'S BARLY SCHOOLING IN GOR] SEMINARY

[Texe) "lt can say confidently that the Gori Seminary has given our mother- 
land some outstanding literary and revolutionary figures. For example, 
Davit Karichashvili, Aleksandre Kipshidse (Proneli), la Bhaladee, 
(Teintsadse), Shio Chitadse, his brother Gola, the Ketskhoveli brothers 
Sandro, Niko, and Lado, Soso Dehugashvili, losif Lagiashvili (who killed 
the senimary's rector Dhudetskiy), and Shic Davitashvili's cousin Misha 
Davitashvili...1 do not mean to say that they emerged ready-made from the 
seminary, but there they did learn to love brotherhood and unity, to love 
justice. As children on the verge of growing up, these pupils were being 
awakened to 4 sense of patriotiem, 4 sense of the injustice of the cear's 
supression of the people, a sense of the struggle against injustice. From 
here it was just 4 step to the sense of revolution,” recalls Soprom 
Ngelobliehvili. 


The Gori Seminary opened in 1618. At first it was located in the chapel 
yard. In 1864) the Synod Office acquired a building from the military dis- 
trict on Tearskaya Street, and the seminary was moved there (it is now Lenin 
Street). In 1888-89, 4 two-story building and church were built on 
Tearskaya Street, designed by architect Gilfeld and funded by the Gori 
Okrug church authorities. Classes were conducted there in 1889.90. 


"At that time, Gori was just starting to come out of the darkness and 
ignorance that had prevailed for a decade. Emerging in opposition to 

one another were the emall educated community, on the one hand, chiefly 
teachers, and the rich merchants, on the other, who were slowly supressing 
and stifling the working people. Gradually, howewer, the local community 
was waking from its lethargy, and in the 1870's, from 1874 on, Gori followed 
Tohilisi's lead and became the center of Kartli, ae was later noted in verse 
by our Akaki,” writes Soprom Mgaloblishvili in hie memoirs. 
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The social sephyr wafted to the seminary as well, the birch was applied, 
and advanced ideas were advocated even by the teachers, but ie cost them 
dearly to try to Gpsseminate the new, democratic ideas, 


During that period, in the 1666-89 school year, losif Vissarionovich 
Dehugashvill enrolled in the intermediate section of the preparatory clase 
of Gori Seminary. Father Kristepore Charkviani's son Kote helped prepare 
him for school, losif Dehugashvili's mother Bkaterine did everthing she 
could to see to it that her son was enrolled in the seminary and would join 
the clergy. Wis father Viesarion wanted the boy to become a tradesman, but 
the mother's decision prevailed, 


The school had a basic library that had been set up when it was founded, 
There was aleo a student library in existence after 1476, 


Such was the atmosphere in the seminary when losif Dehugashvili started 
school. There are two sources for our knowledge of the years he spent in 
the Gori Seminary: The school's official documents, and reminiscences by 
hie teachers and clasemates. Both sources agree on losif Dehugashvili's 
talent and hie thiret for learning. 


With his diligence and talent, Soso soon attracted the attention of both 
his clasemates and his teachers. We studied all subjects with equal inter- 
est. We listened to his lessons so diligently that at home he was able to 
turn from them and read other books. ‘Whenever he found out about 4 good 
book, he would certainly get hold of it and read it. One of his good 
qualities was that if he liked a book he had read he would urge his comrades 
to read it also. From childhood on, Soso wanted to share his ideas with 
others. Wo one ever saw him alone; he was always with his comrades, study- 
ing with them and playing with them," recalle Georgian SSR Honored Teacher 


Petre Kapanadce. 


Soso was in senior grade when the church assembly took notice of his suc- 
cesses, his depertment. his interest in church books, his musical talent, 
and his knowledge of the regulations. it therefore decreed that “his 
tuition be waived and that he be given the necessary teatbooks free of 
charge and 4 stipend of three rubles a month.” Soso received the stipend 
until graduation, recalls his teacher Simon Goglichidze. 


Soso was very good to help his slower comrades. The other children fre- 
quently received high marks for geography maps he had drawn. 


We used to help his clasemates in other ways. In the spring of 1892, it 
seems, pupil Pecre Kapanadee asked Seminary Head Beliayev to be excused from 
anh examination on account of sickness, but he was refused. Soso stood up, 
boldly went to him, and said: “Petya is a good pupil, but he's sick now. 
Won't you please excuse him’? Beliayev shrugged his shoulders, and said: 
"Well, since you intercede for him, I will excuse him; Petya can go home.” 














feoso showed a calent for art in the seminary, despite the fact that 
the school did not teach drawing. We learned to draw on his own. One 
day he brought 4 portrait of Shota Rustaveli to class, and it was “so 
good you couldn'c cell it from a printer picture.” The other children 
couldn't believe he could draw so well, Without hesitation, Soso drew 
another portrait right before their eyes. 


Little Soso had a beautiful voice. Singing was taught by Simon 
Goglichidse. A choir was formed, chiefly to sing hymns. Simon 
Goglichidge recalls chat folk singing was introduced into the school 
at losif's initiative. Soso had a high, ringing voice. He sang in 
the choir. It was especially nice to hear Soso's singing in 4 trio. 
He loved to sing Georgian songs such as "Chakrulo,""A Rabbit Hopped 
Up," “On the Plain of Samgori,” and others. The teaching of music in 
the seminary was not a superficial matter. After all, the seminary 
was training children for the clergy, so they had to learn to read 
music and study the hymns. Soso was aleo outstanding in this and 
learned to read music very well. 


Simon Goglichidse recalle that because of his outstanding school work 
S080 was presented a copy of the Pealme as a gift and was named as 
first amoung the pupils to be sent to the Thilisi Seminary. 


Despite the fact that bureaucratic conditions prevailed in the school 
and that the children were taught unquestioning obedience to God, 
submission, and informing on one another, Soso Dehugsahvili emerged 
from the Gori Seminary with a clear and enlightened intellect. It was 
there that he took his first steps on life's big journey.

No 4 Dehaparidze Street. The inecriptions read: “Sergey Mironovich Kirov, 
outstanding figure of the communist party and the Soviet state, lived and 
worked here in 1920"; and "Grigol (Sergo) Konstantinovich Ordshonikidge, 
ewe figure of the communist party and the Soviet state, worked here 
in 1 21-1 6." 


And on the wall of an old building in front of A. S. Pushkin Park the in- 
scription reads: "Stalin...lived and studied here in the former seminary 
until 29 May 1894 and led illegal workers’ circles of the city of Thilisi.” 


Yes, these inscriptions on the walls of old buildings tell us of great men... 
Besides these inscriptions, old journals and newspapers tell us what out- 
standing people such as scientists, artists, and writers had to say about 
Tbilisi and the revolutionaries that were nurtured there to fight for the 
ideals of communism. From this wealth of material I will quote you a few. 


N. Tikhonov: “I'm not talking about Thilisi, the city of revolution, the city of 
heroes and fighters. So many places in Tbilisi are linked to the historic 
past, the revolutionary struggles and demonstrations! Every step of the way 
is marked on the map of Tbilisi, shining with world-renowned names. This 
magnificent list is headed by the name of I. V. Stalin. A. Teulukidge, §&. 

They fought and toiled 
unstintingly for the victory of the revolution... Glory to Thilisi, the 
city of peace and labor, the pride of the Georgian and Soviet peoples!"

And here up this stairway, young Soso 
Dehugashvili walked into the editorial offices with poetry in his heart and 
his verses in his hand.

ideological -moral and esthetic qualities. 


At the same time, there are many who do fot understand that 4 profound 
knowledge of the laws governing the development of the native language and 
literature, far from hindering, actually promotes the thorough mastery of 
Russian and other languages. 


The decree goes on to note that there are shortcomings in the training and 
retraining of Georgian language and literature tegohing omy that some 
teachers are poorly trained; that teaching labs /kabinety/ are not ade- 
quately provided with visual aide and up-to-date equipment. It emphasizes 
that not enough attention is being paid to development of the students’ 
correct standard speech habits and writing abilities in classes dealing 
with other general education subjects. 


The GBBR Ministry of Bduveation is directed to complete the drafting of

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Coneern for the development of the native languages, participants noted, 
has become 4 vital factor in the social life of our republic in recent 
years. Substantial improvement has been made in the teaching and study of 
Georgian, Russian, Abkhasian, Aserbaijani, Armenian, and Ossetian, Party 
and soviet organs, the republic's Ministry of Education and Ministry of 
Higher and Secondary Specialized Education, the GESR State Committee for 
Vocational=Teehnical Bducation, and public education bodies have drawn up 
multifaceted practical plane whose implementation has fostered the 
enhancement of the general education of young people in sehool and helped 
to inetill in them 4 Marxist-Leninist world-view and a sense of inter- 
nationalism and patriotism. 


The decree on improving Georgian language instruction wae discussed at 
meetings of party committee buros, city and rayon ispolkome of Soviets of 
People's Deputies, the boards of the relevant ministries, and echool 
councils, the August teachers’ conferences, and meetings of Georgian 
language and literature specialists. This resulted in the broader use of 
effective teaching methods, equipment, and visual aids in the schools, 
Open classes in Georgian language and literature were held in Thilisi's 
schools during the 1979-80 school year. These were evaluated with the 
participation of scientific staff members, experienced methods specialists, 
and teachers from the appropriate departments of the VUZ's and the 
Pedagogical Institute. Methods texts were compiled and sent to the 
schools, and improvements were made in extracurricular work on Georgian 
language problems. Special attention was focused on outside reading, 
student club work, morning literary sessions, readers’ conferences, and 
contests and competitions dkonkurs-olimpiady/. In 1978, sonal literary 
contests preceded by school contests involved the participation of 1,350 
students; in 1979 the number rose to 2,300, and in 1980 to 3,100. A 
native language and literature contest was held in the vocational education 
system for the first time, involving 1,069 students. 


A feature of the past year is that present Georgian language and literature 
curticula and school texts were improved and new ones were developed. 
Georgian language curricula were drawn up for pupils of the primary and 
fourth through eighth grades of the Georgian general education schools, 
Georgian literature curricula were drawn up for grades four and five, and 
new Georgian language curricula were developed for Russian, Agerbaijani, 
and Armenian schools. 


“Deda Ena” Mother /Language/ was prepared and published in accordance with 
the new curricula for the preparatory grades, aleo “Kartuli enis gramatika, 
martiteera da metkyelebis ganvitareba” /Georgian Grammar, Orthography, and 
Speech Development/ for pupils in the primary grades, Georgian literature 
texts for grades four and five in Georgian schools, Georgian language texts 
for grades three, four, and five in Russian schools and grades four and 
five in Azerbaijani and Armenian schools, “Metodikuri mititebani teeriti 
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da sepiri namusheviebis sakheobebisa da faodenobis da mati shepasebis 
normebis shesakheb” (Methodology Instructions on the Variety Quantity 
of Written and Oral Performances and Norms of Evaluating » pre 
alphabet ewercises, “Kartuli Lamagi Teeris Nimushebi" (Samples of Good 
Georgian Writing), @ movable alphabet for pupile and teachers, a literary 
Collection for outside reading for the preparatory grades, a phonograph 
ehrestomathy, tecorded grammatical exercises, and so on, A new edition of 
G. Akhviediani's and V. Topuria's Georgian=Russian Behool Dictionary was 
prepared for publication, 


Also in preparation are Georgian language and literature curricula for 
elective study in grades seven through ten and basic study in grades nine 
and ten, “Deda Bna” for the primary grades in Georgian schools, Georgian 
language texte for grades four through seven and Georgian literature texte 
for grades four through seven, a literary collection for outside reading 
in the first grade, a chrestomathy for outside reading in grades four 
through seven in Georgian schools, and a collection of learning games. 


Last year, special attention was focused on upgrading the quality of 
Georgian language and literature teachers. At present, 66 percent of the 
republic's 6,960 Georgian language teachers have a higher specialized 
education and 10 percent have an incomplete higher education. During the 
period, 123 Georgian teachers with a higher education were assigned to the 
general education schools, 659 teachers upgraded their qualifications, and 
1,469 underwent certification. 


In order to make further improvement in these matters, a Georgian Language 
and Literature Department was created in the Central Institute for Teacher 
Refresher Training. Pour staff openings /shtatnyye yedinitey/ were 
allotted for Georgian language and literature methods specialists in the 
Education Ministry's Republic Methods Center. 


Practicing teachers are helped a great deal by the journal SKOLA DA 
TSKHOVREBA and its supplement, which regularly deal with key problems in 
methods of teaching Georgian language and literature. yhers also get 
considerable help from Georgian language labs /kabinety/, which now number 
1,150 in the republic and are outfitted with the latest ‘echnical equipment 
and visual aids. 


The GSSR Ministry of Higher and Secondary Specialized Bducation has worked 
out effective measures to further improve curricula for 6 te in both 
specialized and nonspecialized WW2 departments /fakul'tety/. Elementary 
course programs in Georgian language and literature have been approved for 
nonspecialized departments in Tbilisi State University, the Georgian State 
Polytechnical Institute imeni Lenin, the Foreign Languages Institute, and 
other teaching colleges. Additional hours have been allotted for Georgian 
language and literature instruction, and Georgian language teaching methods 
council staffs have been increased. They are staffed with highly-qualified 
specialists. A plan has been drawn up for the publication of Georgian 

_ Language and literature texts and auxiliary materials. 











Publishing was considerably expanded; 15 texte were published during the 
1979-80 sehool year, including 12 items for Russian, Aserbaijani, and 
Acmenian sehools, Alsg published were a collective work, “Literaturis 
teoriis sapudeviebi” /Principles of a Theory of Literatu /, and Professor 
A. Glonti's “Kartuli tsinadadeba” (The Georgian Sentenge/, Two volumes of 
the egllection "Kartuli sitkvie kulturis sakitkhebi" (Problems in Georgian 
Veage/ appeared, with the third volume of the series now in press, Also 
prepared for publication were: “Sashualo skolebis sakhelmdaegvanelota 
analigi matehi kartuli enis unipiteirebuli normebie datevis mianit” 


(Analysis a ae School Texte for Purposes of Maintaining Scandard 
Georgian , Physics texts for grades six through eight tran ed 
into Georgian trom the Russian, an original orthographic diction for the 


apelling of Georgian geographic names, a revised and enlarged Gew | an 
orthographic dictionary, and a one-volume Russian-Georgian dictionary, 


There has been some recent improvement in the quality of the design and 
printing of textbooks and auxiliary materiale. A visual aids office has 
been set up within the Ganatleba Publishing House; it has prepared for 
publication a mobile Georgian alphabet and other interesting materials. 


The republic's Ministry of Higher and Secondary Specialized Education has 
set up 4 main editorial board for scientific translation to translate 
Georgian dissertations into Russian and Russian textbooks and auxiliary 
materials into Georgian for VUZ's and technicums. Introducing this comple 
and vital work into the system, the participants noted, will greatly 
promote further stronger efforts to maintain the purity of the Georgian 


language. 


Participants in the conference noted that the republic's journals and 
newspapers and the GSSR State Committee for Television and Radio last year 
widely publicized the work being done to implement the party's and govern- 
ment's decree on the Georgian language. They published materials and 
broadcast specific programs, including such popular series as “To Maintain 
the Purity of the Georgian Language,” “We Are Internationalists,” and 
“The Treasure of the Georgian Language.” There were broadcasts by the 
recently created Polk Creativity Desk. 


Participants noted, nevertheless, that there are still some shortcomings 
in the work of improving Georgian language instruction in the schools. 
Textbooks translated from Russian for schools and VUZ's need more improve- 
ment. The language of political publications is not up to today's 
standards. There are not enough reference works and orthographic dictio- 
naries. 


The eight-volume “Explanatory Dictionary of the Georgian Language,” pub- 
lished between 1950 and 1964, has become a bibliographic rarity. Mean- 
while, publication of the new enlarged and revised edition has been 








delayed, even though it has already been prepared by the Linguistic 
Institute collective, This has made it necessary for the GCP CC to inter= 
vene to speed up the new edition of the explanatory dictionary, Alse 
intolerable is the fact that the one=volume Russian=Georgian Dictionary, 
whieh i6 ready for publication, has lain around #0 long in the GbeR 
Academy of Sciences Publishing House, and that there are virtually no 
intensive Georgian language study courses of travelers’ phrase books, 


These facte show clearly that the GBBR State Committee for Publishing 
Houses, Printing Plants, and the Book Trade (Chairman —. Magradse) is not 
keeping up with today's requirements, is not being flexible of efficient 
enough in getting these vital publications completed. 


The conference was summarized by G. N. Yenukidge, who noted that the 
republic's Ministry of Bdveation and Ministry of Higher and Secondary 
Specialized Bducation, the sector institutes of the Academy of Sciences, 
and other institutions are doing fruitful work to implement the party's 
and government's decree on improving Georgian language instruction. He 
remarked that this kind of genuine party coneern for the development and 
refinement of the native language of one of the fraternal peoples of our 
great country attests to the vitality of the wise Leninist nationality 


policy.

TRRIGATION TUNNEL WILL OPEN DANGARA VALLEY FOR AGRICULTURE

(Text) The Dangara irrigation tunnel, by which water from the Wurekskaya 

GES reservoir will be directed through the Vakhehekiy Ridge to the arid lands 
of the Dangara Plateau, is being driven through at accelerated rates. Yet 
another face--the third--hae been opened along this subterranean highway. 

Por this, a vertical shaft 240 meters deep was sunk, down which equipment 

was lowered to the tunnel level. 


The opening of the face marke 4 new stage in the work of the Gidrospete~ 
atroy [State All-Union Trust for the Reinforcement of Faundations and 
Structures of the Glavgidroenergstroy) Dangara Construction Administration 
collective. The waterways construction workers dedicated their success 

to the 110th anniversary of V. I. Lenin's birth. 


The Dangara irrigation system, which will make it possible in the future 

to irrigate about 100,000 hectares of land, is being developed in accor- 
dance with a 25th CPSU Congress decision. The main project in the system 
ie the country's largest irrigation tunnel. The length of this underground 
river is 14 km, and the cross-sectional area is almost double that of the 
large transportation tunnels used by the metro trains. 


Until a few days ago the tunnel was being driven from two ends with two 
faces being worked, one each from the entry and exit portals. About 3,500 
meters, or one-fourth of the total, have been completed. That may not seem 
much. However, simultaneously with driving through the first kilometers 
underground, efforts and resources were being gathered for a broad attack 
along the entire route of the tunnel. Having set up an industrial base for 
the construction project, a collective of tunnel makers was set up and 

began to gain experience, and a small city was built for the waterways 
construction workers--the settlement of Sebiston. And the most important 
thing: vertical shafts were sunk--the shafts for a broad front of operations 
below ground. As already mentioned, Shaft No 1 is in operation! Work on 
the rock was started toward the south in the direction of the Dangara 
Plateau. After a month in this same shaft station--that is the name for the 
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bottom of a vertical shaft equipped with mining geare-yet another face 
was opened, this time in the direction of the Nurekakaya GES reservoir, 


"With the commissioning of Shaft No 1, tunnel construction has entered a 
new phase,” says Gidrospetastroy Dangara Conatruction Administration Chief 
B. A. Piskunov. “Two other similar shafts are now being sunk. Construction 
workers at Shaft No 2 have already reached tunnel level at 300 meters and 
are preparing for underground work that we expect to start at the end of 
the summer. Things are moving at a good pace at Shaft No 3, where more 
than half the 240 metera of the shaft have now been sunk. We hopew put 
tunneling equipment down at the end of the year. Remember that each shaft 
leads off in two opposite directions. In this way by fall, six crews, 

and from the etart of 1981 eight crews, will be moving underground inetead 
of the two crews that we have had up to now." 





To this it should be added that the construction and operation of these 
kinds of shafts is a very laborious and complex business. Each of them is 
being sunk through rock in 4 remote area; it was necessary to lay out road, 
supply water and electricity, construct production premises, and deliver, 
install and atart up various equipment. 


Shaft No 3 was not envisaged in the original plan for the construction of 

the tunnel and was started on the initiative of the waterways construction 
workers, we are told, by Gidrospetsstroy Construction Administration chief 
engineer N. M. Kurgin. Construction leaders, supported by party and sovier 
organs, successfully solved a number of serious problems connected with 
additional planning work and nonplan deliveries of mining equipment. However, 
in addition to sinking the shaft, the crew that until a few days ago was led 
by V. M. Yeremin (he is working now at the newly opened face) has had to 

carry out complicated assembly work. The crew is coping with this brilliantly.

TADZHIKS PUBLISH AFGHAN PROTEST POETRY

sector chief Zakhir Akhrorov has compiled an anthology enttled "Revolyut- 
sionnaya poeziya Afganistana"” [The Revolutionary Poetry of Afghanistan). 

In this book, which is published by the "Irfon" publishing house, and will 
be published in part in the journal SADOI SHARK, the creative effort of more 
than 80 progressive Afghan poets who supported the April 1978 revolution 

and who have glorified the union of all strata of society for the struggle 
against imperialist aggression and counterrevolution, is presented. The 
work of Dastgir Pandshiri, Sulaymon Loika, Abdullo Bakhshoni and Latif 
Nazimi is of special interest. 


Z. Akhrorov proffers his deep gratitude to the scientists of Kabul 
University and the Afghan Academy of Sciences and to the numerous writers 
who gave him so much help in selecting material for the anthology when he 
was in that country last summer. At the same time, note is made also of 
several joint efforts to collect Afghan folklore and study Dari and Pushtu 
and their dialects. 


Scientists at the Institute of Oriental Studies have recently completed a 
number of scientific works on questions concerning the development of the 
economy and culture of the Democratic Republic of Afghanistan. They include 
the monographs "Selskoye khozyaystvo Afganistana” [The Agriculture of 
Afghanistan], "Tvorchestvo poeta Abduraufa Benavo" [The Creativity of 
Abdurauf Benavo], "Govor tadzhikov severnoy chasti Afganistana" [Dialect 

of the Tadzhiks in the North Part of Afghanistan] and others. A Dari-Russian 
technical and economic dictionary has been compiled as an aid for Afghan 
translators. An anthology entitled "Afganistan" is now being prepared. 
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
